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A Few More Dollars 


Will Put Over 
Red Cross! 
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Atwood Relates 
Upland History 
At Rotary Club 


As long ago as 1839, there were 
settlers in what is now Upland, 
Owen Jé. Atwood told the Upland 
Rotary club members at their 
luncheon meeting Wednesday in 
the Upland Woman’s club house. 

He said Upland’was part of the 
criginal Cucamonga rancho, grant- 





-ed in 1838 »y Governor Alvarado 


of Mexico to Don Tiburcio Tapia. 
SOLD FOR $49,209 

After Don Tiburcio died, his 
daughter sold the property to Mrs. 
John Rains, daughter of Isaac 
Williams of Chino rancho. In 
those days all Southern California 
was divided into ranchos, granted 
to prominent families by Mexi- 
can governors, Mr. Atwood said. 

The property later was sold to 
the Cucamonga company with 
headquarters in San Francisco and 
in 1871 passed by sheriff's sale to 
I. W. Hellman for $49,209.45. 

In 1882, Capt. J. S. Garcia and 
J. C. Dunlap obtained an option 
for the part known as the San An- 
tonio Lands company for $60,000, 
consisting of 6,216 acres. It was 
this tract which George B. Chaf- 
fey and William B. Chaffey pur- 
chased in 1882 when modern Up- 
land-Ontario history had its be- 
ginning, the speaker said. 

Mr. Atwood related that the 
San Antonio Water company was 
organized October 25, 1882, and 
in 1886 the Chaffey brothers sold 
their interests to a group of Up- 
land-Ontario men. 

At about that time, he added. 
the first Santa Fe train came over 
El Cajon pass and gave new im- 
petus to this area. 


MULE CAR ON EUCLID 

A mule car was put in opera- 
tion on Euclid avenue in 1888, the 
Rotary speaker said. Mules pull- 
ed the car up to Twenty-fourth 
street, ‘then rode back to down- 
town Ontario on a trailer. Later 
a farmer bought the mule team 
and found they would pull in one 
direction only—up hill. They de- 
manded to be hauled back down 
again, he said. 

In 1897 a newspaper, the ‘North 
Ontario Surprise’, was founded 
and copies dated March, 1898, are 
still extant in Upland, Mr. At-

ror” was started in 1896, he said. 

J. J. Atwood came to Upland in 
1898, and Mrs. Atwood still re- 
sides here. Four of five sons of 
J. J. Atwood are still Upland resi- 
dents. They are Owen and Glenn 
at the Atwood department store; 
E. C. Atwood at Chaffey college, 
and F. L. Atwood, who has a 
ranch on Fourteenth street. The 
fifth ‘son, Warren Atwood, resides 
in San Bernardino. 

BODENHAMER, BRADLEY 

Mr. Atwood told the Rotary club 
that Paul Bodenhamer is reputed 
to be Upland’s longest resident. 
coming here in 1883, while L. R. 
Bradley saw Ontario for the first 
time in 1884. Both Mr. Boden- 
hamer and Mr. Bradley attended 
the luncheon meeting. and spoke 
briefly. 

Mr. Bradley, past Rotary club 
president, said that in 1884 most 
of Ontario was south of the tracks 
and that looking toward the moun- 
tains the area seemed to be a des- 
ert. In 1889, he said, he returned 
to Ontario and entered Chaffey 
college, graduating in the class of 
1898. He then went to Stanford 
university, married, returned in 
1898 and opened a grocery at 
Highth street and Second avenue. 

Mr. Bodenhamer said the Chaf- 
fey brothers were unique in that 
they were men of vision, ideas and 
money, which he said was a rare 
combination.

Chaffey College 
62 Years of Age 
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21 War Veterans 
Enrolled in 
Chaffey College 


Twentyone discharged world 
war two veterans are new en- 
rolled in Chaffey college, it was 
announced today. 

They range in age from 16 to 
28 and represeit the army, na- 
vy, merchant marine and coast 
guard. They have served in the 
armed forces from two months 
to almost four years and their 
education, before enrolling at 
Chaffey, was anywRere from 
nine to 14 years. The 21 men 
accumulated $1 years and seven 
months of active military serv- 
ice. 

Some are taking terminal 
courses to qualify for jobs when 
they leave Chaffey and others 
are enrolled in pre-professional 
and basic-professional courses 
and will go on to other schools 
to specialize in their fields of 
study. 

That the war veterans are ac- 
tive in Chaffey college organi- 
zations is revealed in the fact 
that from among their number 
are the president of the Asso- 
ciated Men students, president 
of the freshman class, sports 
editor of the Chaffey United 
Press, sports editor of the Ar- 
gus and president of the Toast- 
masters club. Veterans are 
members of musical organiza- 

tions, honor’ society, school 
sports teams and play casts. 











Chaffey college will be 62 years 
old tomorrow. 

In 1882, George and Benjamin 
Chaffey came into the Upland- 
Ontario valley, purchased a tract 
of land and built a three-story col- 
lege building of clay taken from 
Red Hill and baked in kilns at Cu- 
camonga. Lumber was _ hauled 
here in a wagon from Wilmington 
by K. H. Dorsey. 

On March 17, 1883; a trainload 
of editors and publishers en route 
to Guasti stopped off to dedicate 
the building and the cornerstone 
was laid. 

When Chaffey college opened its 
doors it wag an agricultural schyot ; 
with 49 students. Ontario had al- 
ready been founded and the world- 
famous Euclid avenue had been 
graded and planted to trees. 

Within a few years, Chaffey af- 
filiated ‘with the University of 
Southern California and the rela- 
tionship continued for 15 years 
until 1902. At that time it rees- 
tablished its independence and the 
high school was begun.

buildings have since successively 
replaced the old. The Chaffey 
Memorial library and the women’s 
gymnasium were completed in 
1935. The plunge adjoining the 
gymnasium was added the follow- 
ing year. An extensive lighting 
system was installed over the ath | 
letic field. 

The Chaffey civic auditorium, 
built at a cost of $440,000, was 
dedicated March 17, 1939. 

In the post-war years, Chaffey 
is looking forward to construction 
of home economics and student 
union buildings. 

In engineering as in education, | 
George Chaffey was a man of tn ; 
itiative. As he stood at the foot 
of Old ‘Baldy and looked out over | 
the valley, he envisioned the com- 
munities of Upland and Ontario. 

It was he who transferred the 
Imperial valley from an arid des- 
ert to a fertile agricultural gettle- 
ment by bringing in Colorado river 
water. At was he ‘who instituted 
the first long-distance telephone 
system in Southern California. He 
established the Los Angeles gas 
and electric company. 

It was he who planted the first 
oranges in Upland-Ontario.

$1,928,374 for

San Bernardino ¢ county govern- 
ment received $1,928,374 in direct 
aid out of the state treasury dur- 


the last completed fiscal year, Cal- 
ifornia Taxpayers’ association said 
tceday, making public the first sec- 
tion of its study on state aids to 
local governments. 


Out of the total state aid to the 


county, $1,316,616 went for the 
state share of aid to the needy 
aged, $41,208 went to the needy 


blind, and $94,621 to dependent 
children. These aids are set up 
by the state and are administered 
by the counties. 

In addition, $446,154 went from 
the state treasury to the county 
out of gas tax and other motor ve- 
hicle receipts, $9,422 went for as- 
sistance in the care of tuberculosis 
people, $20,074 went for the re- 
ceipts from liquor taxes and fees, 
and $279 went for miscellaneous

Survey of Stop 
Signs Continued 


Declaring that “stop signs mis- 
placed can be a nuisance, ignored 
by city residents,” City Council- 
man James E. Goodban last night 
proposed that the city council con- 
tinue its traffic survey before 
more signs are erected, following 
a report by City Manager Rich- 
ard G. Manley. 

“The fewer stop signs we have 
within the city, the better off ‘we 
are in traffic control,” he com- 
mented.
